Just been rcefved here from Mrs. Herman 

Kempiiiski. ooiidnniiiL; a i'it. .if r.';'oi-t that 
her hu^hand hiis tieen arr< si<.'d in Itiissia and 
sentenced to Ixiiiishment to .Siheria for trea- 
aonablo utterances against the Ruasian gov- 
ernment and evading the military aerrlee f«< 
qnired. He came to tkla ooontry whin tar« 
enteen years of age, and in 1878 came te lUe 
dty. Ten year- later he ixn-aniH a natural 
ised citizen of the Unitcil Siai<-s. 

He was sOLt-eiisfiil in business and last 
summer returned to bis native land with his 
erlfiL Soon' aftar his arrival there he was 
arreetsd and thrown into prison. His wife 
ifientmoBt of thebr eavlugs in endeavoring 
to proonre his release, but to no effect, and 
she has applied to frienda in this dty (Or as- 
sistance.

WABHiifOTOii, Feb. 97.— Many strangers 
have already arrived hi this oity, and are 
engaged in viawtii^ the public buildings ami 
planes of interest nltuut the aU^. Work i" 
being rapidly pnslied on the ataads along 
the ^le of march, and hi aome cases has 
been finished with the aiosptiuu of putting 
the chairs in plaoe (or the neotators. 

Theprioee asked for wmdows along the 
line of march ore general^ about 9^. but as 
much aa tlOO has beau obtained for tbe atu 
ofaraom seiieoiaDy eNglble for a good view 
of the propserion. 

Oen. liiMthigi, adjutant gsneral to flov- 
wnor Beaver; grand marshal of tbe inau- 
gural parade, la hard at work assigning 
places in line to the varkras organisations 
which have given notice of their hitention 
to partielpate. The flrst division will be 
commani^ by Brig. Qon. H. C. flibHon, 
and will oonsist of regular United Ktntes ' 
troops and the district mOitia. 

The civio organiaatlona will c tmprito the 
fifth division, and will be under the imme- 
diate orders of Col. Myron M. Parker. Tbe 
flrst brlgado of this division wi . beheaded 
by the Ameri<?ua Republican club, of Pitts- I 
burg, and will include a number of wdl 
known Pennsylvania political clubs.
